THE JOB FOR BOB 


AN EAST London apprentice was 
given a Royal appointment as one of 
the first student engineers to work 
on the new Crossrail section at 
Farringdon. 

Bob Gridley, 34, from Waltham 
Forest - who is being trained at 
Ilford's Tunneling and Underground 
Construction Academy - was intro¬ 
duced to the Prince of Wales and 
Duchess of Cornwall on tour of the 
new Farringdon Crossrail station on 
Wednesday. 

Mr Gridley was one of a select 
group of workers chosen to meet the 
royal couple on their visit to mark 
the 150th anniversary of London 
Underground. 

Mr Gridley said: "To find out about 
the apprenticeship training on 
Crossrail and then get the job was 
really pleasing. It's great to be work¬ 
ing on something I can feel passionate 
about and that actually means some¬ 
thing. 

“The Tube is 150 years old so the 


idea that I’m now building some¬ 
thing like Crossrail that’s still going 
to be around and in use in another 
150 years is quite incredible.” 

Mr Gridley is one of 130 appren¬ 
tices working across 40 construction 
sites to build the 118 kilometre long 
Crossrail route. 

He is involved in an 18-month 
Spray Concrete Lining apprentice¬ 
ship with Crossrail contractor BAM 
Nuttall, and specifically part of a 
team working 25 metres under¬ 
ground to construct the platform 
tunnels and platforms. 

Each tunnel is the length of two 
football pitches, and will be at the 
heart of the new Crossrail station at 
Farringdon. 

Mr Gridley is one of the first 
apprentices at Crossrail to train at 
the Tunnelling and Underground 
Construction Academy (TUCA) set 
up by Crossrail in east London to 
help address a skills shortage in the 
construction industry. He secured 


the apprenticeship after Jobcentre 
referred him to pre-employment 
training. 

Terry Morgan, Crossrail chairman, 
described the royal visit as an oppor¬ 
tunity to show how Crossrail will 
transform rail travel across the capi¬ 
tal and how apprentices such as Mr 
Gridley are helping deliver Europe’s 
biggest construction project. 

He added: “Having started my 
own career as an apprentice, I care 
passionately about the value of 
investing in high-quality skills train¬ 
ing. It is fantastic to see Bob, one of 
the first Farringdon site apprentices 
from our Tunnelling Academy now 
at work. 

“ft underlines the importance of 
investing in a new generation of con¬ 
struction talent to drive the industry 
forwards.” 

Crossrail opens in 2018 and will 
cost £14.8billion. It aims to increase 
London’s rail-based transport net¬ 
work capacity by 10 per cent and

dramatically cut journey times 
across the city. 

As Europe’s biggest construction 
project. Crossrail is creating thou¬ 
sands of jobs and training opportuni¬ 
ties. There are currently 350 people 
working at the two Crossrail 
Farringdon sites, building two new 
ticket halls, passenger tunnels and 
platforms and preparation for the 
first tunnelling machine to complete 
the first section of Crossrail’s tunnel 
route in late 2013.

Service launched for crime victims 


A SERVICE has been launched in 
Redbridge for victims of crime and 
anti-social behaviour.

being identified during the referral 
process. 

Detective Chief Superintendent 
Sue Williams, Borough 
Commander for Redbridge, said: “It 
is a great pleasure to be a part of this 
panel. 

“Strong and effective partnership 
working is the key to helping vul¬ 
nerable victims. 

“Victims should be at the fore¬ 
front of everyone’s minds and this 
panel is a great step towards achiev¬ 
ing that. By collaborating, we can 
make sure we are always putting 
victims first.” 


Actions taken to help victims 
include: producing bespoke support 
plans for victims involved, issuing 
harassment warnings, signing of 
acceptable behaviour contracts, 
serving perpetrators with abatement 
notices, increasing police patrols 
and enforcement, increasing home 
security for the victim, and re-hous- 
ing victims where appropriate 

Councillor Shoaib Patel, cabinet 
member for environment, trans¬ 
portation and crime said: “I’m 
delighted that we have set up this 
panel. 

“It helps us to focus on helping 
victims and offer achievable solu¬ 


tions to often very complex cases. 

“By working together, we can 
make sure that no details are being 
missed and all possible solutions are 
discussed and the most appropriate 
action for the victim is taken. 

“The panel has already helped 
solve some key cases and I look for¬ 
ward to hearing further results in the 
near future.”

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Saying a final farewell to 
BBC Television Centre 

Last year, after the coalition government imposed a funding freeze on 
the BBC, the corporation took the decision to sell its iconic Television 
Centre in London. Later this month, it will run the last ever public 
tour of the site. YA reporter Charles Thomson went behind the scenes 
at the spiritual home of the world’s most beloved broadcaster 


ON Friday, February 22, the BBC will run the 
last ever publie tour of its most ieonie building. 

The BBC Television Centre at White City, per¬ 
haps the most historie building in British TV 
history, will shut down for good later this year. 

Some of the UK’s most elassie television 
shows were shot inside its eight studios. They 
inelude Fawlty Towers, The Moreeambe and 
Wise Show, Doetor Who, Monty Python’s 
Flying Cireus and The Two Ronnies. 

More reeent hits filmed at the eentre inelude 
Never Mind The Buzzeoeks, Little Britain and 
Strietly Come Daneing. 

In July 2012, 13 months after the eoalition 
government ordered a funding freeze for the 
broadeaster, the BBC took the deeision to sell 
the 14 aere site. 

Stanhope PLC, whieh paid £200million for the 
eomplex, will turn into a hotel and resort. Only 
three of its studios will remain in use, with the 
bulk of the BBC’s operations moving to Salford. 

With just weeks until tours of the site wind 
down, I signed myself up. 

The eentre was instantly reeognisable as it 
loomed into view from the train window. 
Viewers will reeognise its round offiee bloek, 
known to employees as ‘the doughnut’, from 
various BBC adverts, whieh often shoot it 
aerially. 

After passing the Dr Who tardis and the Ford 
Cortina from Life On Mars, our first stop was 
the BBC news room. 

While the glitz and glamour of Saturday night 
television might be what attraets many to the 
tour, it beeomes quiekly apparent that news 
remains one of the broadeaster’s biggest priori-

ties. All around the building are sereens showing 
BBC News 24 and tieker tapes announeing the 
latest headlines. 

In the eelebrity dressing rooms, guides dished 
the dirt on the most outrageous diva demands. 
One ordered puppies to play with before a live 
performanee, while another demanded a life- 
size portrait of the Pope. We won’t name names 
- but the tour guides will. 

The building was quieter than expeeted and it 
did seem as though things were beginning to 
wind down in advanee of its impending elosure. 
But the tour offered an insight into the workings 
of one of our most famous buildings whieh, in 
two weeks’ time, will never be possible again.

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Councillor awaits 
punishment over 
standards breach

A SENIOR eouneillor abroad on business will 
diseover whether his peers will punish him for 
breaking standards rules on his return. 

Waltham Forest Couneil’s Standards Committee 
will let the Labour Party deeide what punishment 
should be handed to former ehief whip, Couneillor 
Afzal Akram (Lab, Lea Bridge), after finding a 
breaeh in the Code of Conduet. 

Mr Akram was eleared of four other alleged 
breaehes by the eommittee following eomplaints 
made by eollea^e and ehairman of the eouneil’s 
planning eommittee, Peter Barnett (Lab, Wood 
Street). 

However, the panel found Mr Akram had texted 
Couneillor Karen Bellamy (Lab, Higham Hill) the 
words ‘I hope you are going to support this one?’ 
before she was due to vote on an applieation to 
turn a Leytonstone pub into a mosque. 

Holly Adams, Waltham Forest Couneil’s eom¬ 
mittee and eouneillor serviees manager, said in her 
report: “The panel found that, on an objeetive test, 
the intent and effeet of the text from Cll Akram as 
ehief whip was unambiguous. 

“It sought to influenee the vote of a Labour 
member of the eommittee and there was nothing 
to suggest it was a joke. 

“Politieal party whipping was expressly prohib¬ 
ited by the eouneil’s planning eode of praetiee and, 
using their experienee, as members the panel eon- 
sidered that all members would know that it was 
inappropriate to seek to influenee the deeision of a 
quasi-judieial body like the planning eommittee.” 

The eommittee agreed there was not enough evi- 
denee to support aeeusations that he had tried to 
sway a deeision over plans by Chingford Islamie

Soeiety to extend the Chingford Masjid Mosque in 
Chingford Mount Road, on September 12. 

Complaints had been made that he advised Mr 
Bellamy to support the Chingford Mount appliea¬ 
tion at the meeting and he made ‘eye eontaet and 
nodded emphatieally’ at two eouneillors on the 
eommittee. 

A final allegation that Mr Akram had told appli- 
eant Shah Ahmed that a deal had been ‘reaehed’ 
with the eommittee ehair to turn the Leytonstone 
pub into a religious ground was also dismissed. 

The Waltham Forest Labour group is expeeted to 
meet within the next few weeks to hold diseus- 
sions with Mr Akram, who is away until 
Wednesday, February 13. 

A party spokesman said: “The deeision has been 
sent baek from the sub eommittee who imposed 
three sanetions, one of those was possible aetion 
from the party. 

“The group now have to meet and make a deei¬ 
sion to deeide whether further sanetions are 
required.”

that emerges is of violenee and harassment in the 
oppression of disabled people and that it is sys¬ 
temie and widespread. 

“Cases have ended in the deaths of several dis¬ 
abled people, while a large number of day-to-day 
ineidents often go unreported and ean destroy dis¬ 
abled people’s lives.” 

The Oetober 2007 death of Fiona Pilkington, a 
vulnerable person who took her own life after set¬ 
ting her ear on fire, formed part of the report. 

The report elaims reporting and identifieation of 
disability of hate erime is very low in the borough. 

Committee members are also eoneemed that the 
level of under-reporting of hate erime has a level 
on funds available to taekle the problem. 

The report added: “The level of under-reporting 


in turn weakens the ease for investment in this 
time of inereasing austerity, ereating an unhelpful 
and vieious eyele.” 

There are between 25,000 and 35,000 disabled 
people in Waltham Forest. 

Disability Aetion Waltham Forest reeeives a 
small amount of funding to undertake the Stay 
Safe projeet to support and advoeate on behalf of 
vietims of disability hate erime. 

Vietim Support reeeives funding from Waltham 
Forest Couneil to ensure that high-risk disable vie¬ 
tims of anti-soeial behaviour are identified and 
supported.

A FRAUDSTER who pocketed the 
donations of train users in Chingford and 
Highams Park has been locked up. 

Roy Bardy, of Henshawe Road, 
Dagenham, has been jailed for 13 months 
after pleading guilty to two counts of 
fraud by false representation at 
Blackfnars Crown Court on Monday. 

The 48-year-old recruited volunteers to 
stand outside train stations across eight 
counties and collect money for local 
charities over a three year period, 

British Transport Poliee offieers were 
first alerted to Bardy’s aetions when 
eommuters eomplained of suspieious 
behaviour from Bardy and his eolleetors 
at several stations. 

An investigation was earned out whieh 
led to offieers earrying out a seareh war¬ 
rant of his rented offiee in Dagenham 
and his arrest in November 2010. 

Evidenee at his offiee and home 
address was seized and examined by 
deteetives. 

Senteneing Bardy, Judge Henry 
Blaeksell said: “You saw an opportunity 
to make money from eharities whieh you 
manipulated to your advantage. 

“You made multiple fraudulent, deeeiv- 


ing transaetions over the years. It was a 
breaeh of trust and a representation 
whieh eauses people to suffer. 

“You are a manipulator, and a dishonest 
man.” 

The eourt heard Brady was also 
approaehing eharities and offering his 
serviees as a eharity eolleetor and 
fundraiser to reeruit teams to stand at sta¬ 
tions and eolleet donations. 

Onee he had gained their trust, he 
would establish eontaet with the train 
operation eompanies seeking to have 
authorised eharity eolleetors at stations 
on speeifie dates to eolleet donations 
from eommuters. 

Charity eolleetors were then able to 
attend in possession of appropriate ID 
and letters from eharities, eompletely 
unaware of what was being said and done 
in their name. 

Paperwork and faney dress eostumes 
were found at his property and, although 
the full finaneial extend of Bardy’s 
aetions are not known, offieers were able 
to find evidenee for 81 ineidents where 
eolleetions on behalf of two eharities 
took plaee or were planned to take plaee. 

Bardy admitted some money eolleeted 
had been taken for himself 

Speaking after the senteneing, 
Deteetive Constable Mike Ganly, the 



ease investigating ofifieer, said: “This is a 
sad ease that has seen eommuters’ kind 
generosity and donations to eharities 
unknowingly taken by Bardy and poeket- 
ed himself 

“He is a eallous thief and his aetions, 
diverting money away from eharities 
whieh rely on donations to fund their 
good work, has resulted in those good 
eauses suffering finaneial losses.”

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Maternity services 
ciean up their act 


MATERNITY services at 
Queen’s Hospital have received 
a glowing report from the Care 
Quality Commission. 

The service had been heavily 
criticised in 2011 and inspectors 
insisted on a raft of improve¬ 
ments. 

Care Quality Commission 
inspectors examined the hospital 
and spoke to staff and women 
who used the service. 

They also examined hundreds 
of feedback forms submitted by 
women using the maternity ser¬ 
vices. 

Inspectors found 95 per cent of 
respondents felt involved in the 
decisions made about their care 


during labour and birth and 88 
per cent said they had the pain 
relief they wanted during labour. 

Inspectors said all women 
spoke highly of the maternity 
staff One said: “I wanted a 
water birth which I got, the mid¬ 
wife was spot on. When she 
needed a break another one cov¬ 
ered, so I was never on my own.” 

Inspectors said the maternity 
department had all the equipment 
it needed and it was properly 
maintained. 

All women in labour had a 
midwife with them all of the 
time. Overall Queen’s has 
improved its performance. 

One midwife said: “We work 


well with the doctors, it’s much 
more of a team than it used to 
be, if you need a doctor then 
there is always one available.” 

The report praised how Queen’s 
had dealt with a midwife short¬ 
fall. In 2011 there was a 17 per 
cent vacancy, now there is a 10 
per cent vacancy. 

Midwives are now encouraged 
to remain at Queen’s. 

Every one of the last group of 
12 trainees decided to remain at 
the hospital. 

Inspectors said they noted 86 
per cent of staff had received up 
to date CTG training - an 
increase of 47 per cent from a 
2011 visit.

BARKINGSIDE racing driver 
Scott Malvern has launched his 
bid for a place on the grid in 
2013. 

The 23-year-old won the UK 
Formula Renault BARC champi¬ 
onship at the first attempt last 
year after securing a last minute 
deal, and won the Formula Ford 
UK crown the previous year. 

Scott has launched a Go Fund 
me page in a bid to raise enough 
money to secure a drive for the 
impending season. 

He is in talks to secure a drive 
on the British Touring Car Cham¬ 
pionship (BTCC) package, but he 
remained tight lipped about which 
series or team he was in negotia¬ 
tions with. 

Although talks are looking 
promising, Scott still needs fund¬ 
ing, and he has launched a cam¬ 
paign to seek donations to help 
him achieve his goal. 

Scott said nowadays racing dri¬ 
vers need to be just as business 
savvy as they are quick. 

He said; “Gone are the days 
when being fast was enough to be 
a racing driver, now you have to 
be just as good with numbers. 

“Motorsport is expensive, and 
with the economy as it is, it’s 


becoming even harder to make it 
in the sport. 

“We are really close to a deal 
for 2013 but I still need funding to 
cover day to day costs associated 
with racing such as travel and 
accommodation during the 
season. 

“Racing is my passion and I 
know I can deliver, I just need to 
be given the chance, which is 
often the biggest challenge of all. 

“Teams are there as a business 
too, they have to make money so 
they have to make sure their deal 
is financially viable for them too.” 

Scott has been one of the big 
talking points within the motor¬ 
sport world over the past few 
years. 

In 2010 he was runner up in the 
Formula Ford Championship of 
Great Britain despite scoring 
more points than his rivals. How¬ 
ever championship rules dictate 
that drivers must drop their worst 
scores, which pushed him into 
second place. 

In the same year he was also 
nominated for the prestigious 
Mclaren Autosport BRDC Young 
Driver of the Year Award. 

He won the Formula Ford 
Championship of Great Britain in 
2011, as well as the Formula Ford 
Festival at Brands Hatch, follow¬ 
ing in the footsteps of drivers such 
as Jenson Button, Mark Webber, 


and Johnny Herbert, and clinched 
last year’s UK Formula Renault 
BARC crown. 

Scott said even though it was 
daunting over the last couple of 
years not knowing what he would 
be doing from year to year, or 
even race to race, it made him 
even more hungry to win. 

He said: “Over the past few 
years. I’ve not had the luxury of 
knowing what the future held so 
I’ve been even more determined 
to win. 


“Some drivers have the luxury 
of looking forward to the follow¬ 
ing year to succeed if they don’t 
manage it, but I don’t have that 
luxury. 

“I treat every race as my last 
which makes me want to win even 
more. I’m more psyched up and 
determined to win than ever 
before.”
